Forty \ ears ago, says the "always 
reliable'' Xnr )'ork Sun. the grain 
was harvested with the grain cradle, 
as the hay with a .scj'the, and it re- 
quiivd t(Mi men to cut, rake, bind, 
and sluwk ten acres of wheat in a 
day. In the li ft iescanu^ the reaper, 
employing eight men to cut, bind 
and shock ten acres. This advance 
toward a highei civilization threw 
two men out of employment in the 
harvest season and forc^l them to 
that desertion of the farm which 
the sing«>r of paeans over the reaper 
has never ceased to bewail. TIh' 
earlier form of the reaper was fol- 
lowed, in the sixties, by the self- 
raking one, which, deiiositing the 
grain in gav»'ls, reduced the number 
i-equired to harvest t«n acres in a 
days from eight to six, and sent an- 
other brace of sons of the farm to 
.seek fame and fottinu* elsewnei-e. 
Ill the earlier parts of the eightie.N 
came the table ivapiu", upon which 
rode two men who were able to bitid 
the ten acres as the machine travel- 
ed, and still further reduced the 
force by two, who must (>ither sit 
upon the fence and watch those so 
fortunate as to i^otaiu employment 
or go to the town for work no longer 
obtainable on the f.irm. 

Two or t hre(^ years later came 
the wire self-binder, wliicdi circles 
the sheaves with a band of steel, 
dispensing with the two men who 
l)ou!ul upon the tiible reaper, and 
simplified the matter by sending to 
tli(> town all but the farm's owner 
who operated the machine, jind lht> 
son or l;iborer, wlio jdaced the graiU 
in the shock, and also reduciMl 
h.irvest wages lo nearly the ordinary 
monthly rate. The wir(^ binder 
wa*i shortly <iis]>laced by the Iwine 
l>indor, which has reduced the cost 
of openition soinewhai, but. foia not 
materially dimiuishM the !imo\int 
or labor employed, except as the 
machines are now made larmier, c lil- 
ting a wider swath. 

'I'he result of these .sueceshive 
iinprovemerts is that, whereas it 
required ten men to cut and place 
ill shock ten acres of grain forty 
yeai"S ago, three men now, with the 
aid of four horses, can place from 
Hi to 18 acres in ihe shock, and 
whenever the ordinary harvest 
time is fairly dry, tlie "header" 
enables eight men to cut and place 
at once in stack IIO acres a day, the 
labor-S'iving efftH'tcl by the header 
being great ei even than that with 
the self-binder, while the grain is at 
once secured fmm the deterioiatiou 
usually resulting from weathering 
the shock. By this progressive ad- 
vance toward a higher civilization, I 
four men out of the five formerly I 
cniploytHl in harvest work have 
l>eeii actually .ind visibly pushed 
otT the farm and into the ranks of 
those seeking work in towns. The 
work of the farm has deserted the 
farmer's son; not the son the w(U'k. 
Kqually destructive of employ- 
ment t>n the farm have been the 
mower, tlu> wheeled hay-rake, the 
thn>shing hay tedder, the self-feed- 
ingsttvtm machine, thegang plough,

engaged in manufactures and «lis- 
tribution, as it certainly will crowd 
them in the years u> come.

Men like Henry <if Virginia started the cry 
of lilHsrty, and Maryland and Pennsylvania 
and New York t(«)k up the graml cry. 
Not a lil>erty for some, but a lli>erty for all; 
not a liberty which would enable one man 



to exercise power, but a lil>erty for service, 
and a service which was inspired and 
^uidc<i l)y a high and definite puriiosc. Tliis 
idea of service 8<ienis to me to be a vital 
principle in American life. 

The man who was destined to be a great 
force in the American Revolution was a 
man wholiad enjoyed all the comforts of a 
splendid life. He came, not indeed from 
wealtii, but from tlie t>est s<M;ial circles of 
the time. His was a long career of service, 
whether It was h.s the representative of the 
colonies, or whether it waswiien lie stood in 
the (Continental Coii(/reKH and gave hiu vote 
for indeiiendcnce ; whetlier it was when he 
was leading tliose brilliant cnargcs whicli 
tiroke tlie lines at Trenton and lliially lie- 
fore Yorktown, whetlier in the (lark days 
of Valley Forge or wlien he was president 
and liad to endure all the attacks of caliim- 
ny, it was tiascoiiHtaiit thought, his liighest 
idea, that lie was to serve his country. 

He served her. largely withsut price, and 
he was content, after he hiwl served her, to 
retire to Mt. Vernon for a few hours of rest 
and repose Isifore he went to his great re- 
ward. 

What Washington did in that age, an- 
other did in a later age, and in the day of 
our country's supremest anguisli. He was 
Isirn of that class wiiicli wc i:aU poor anil 
humlile; he liad been reared in the swamps 
of Indiana, and ha<l driven the mules along 
the tow path of the canals of Illinois. Hut 
from him came the niessiige which was to 
be ttie guiding principle of the great United 
State's in the great struggle. Perhaps it 
was t<i Isiall slaves; he would desire ittolw 
all free, but freedom or slavery for the 
negro, it must lie the Iliiion, <inc and in- 
si;parable, and slie must prevail. 

Vou who tiave been permitted in this age 
of revived int,<!rest in his great career to H(!e 
iiow that man grew from humble liegin- 
nlng, t<i stand at thi! \{Ty summit of tlilw 
nation's life, liecause he (lesired, out of his 
humility, to stand flrnily to tlie principle 
tliat ttie liuinlilest man might liiing for- 
ward the greatest service that might be 
rendered to liis country. Men niigtit cull 
him presiiniptiKius; men nilglit hate him, 
yet remember that he stood ever for tiie 
filglipst. He was desirous t<i serve his coun- 
try and he wasreiuly whenever and wlierever 
the iiour for service might strike. 

You know liow dark and iiielan<:lioly 
were those days of triiimiih, becaiiHe the 
triumph was fiver tils bretnren. Oh, how 
dear t<i us must be the memory of a man 
who was a simple man as we are ; whose 
origin was not splendid, who was ciiosen 
from among the piHir. Well has the great 
(xiet written,

country, what Is that service and with 
what purpose should it is- rendered. The 
service of willingness it must lie, for 
service without its Inspiring purposes will 
never amount to anything.

in the hour of our country's neeil at any 
time Imd Is-en ready t<i leave to those of tlie 
higliest places the work that must be done, 
we woiihl not have the long story of the 
simple men and women wlio I ave nuule 
America a motherland for tlie onpres.sed. 
We would not have the story of thos<- wlio 
dareil to fa<:e the soldiers of fireal. Britain 
on the day of Lexington. We would not 
have the story of those simple western men 
who came over the mountains of Virginia 
and North flarollna, and felled down trees 
and ojMmed forests. 

It IS our simple men and women who 
must figlit against tlie organl/ed armies of 
nnritthteouHiiess. If men were to Isi over- 
awed Iiy the [Kiwers that war against them 
and the llmitiitions that liinif them, we 
might never have had a Lincoln to strike 
ofT one tiy one, tlie sbackles that bon ml him; 
first, the shackles of Ignorance, then of 
(Kiverty; then of local prejiidl(^-e; he never 
would have risen to \w the leader of a great 
nation. 

Kvery one of us can do his little part as 
I,lncoln did his, though we may not here 
s<!e our reward, or though that reward ma.v 
tsi. like his, a martyrs crown. We may 
have all that represents wliat Wnshington 
enjoyed or all that represj-nts what Lincoln, 
alas! never enjoyed. We can do something 
in the world; we can. ts'tter still, lie some- 
thing in the worl'l, though we all have our 
limitations. Oh, how much every human 
s<iul must deplore his ilniitatlonsr How he 
must agonly,*' under his liniltatlonsl How 
lie must tremble to see the little thread of 
water in the great dyke which kept the 
grea,, river from rushing over the land. As 
the great Mississippi bursts Its lioiinds and 
surges over those tieaiitiful plains, so 
it Is that again and again, the waves swi-ep 
ove' our hearts and souls, tint If we remain 
true t/i tlie Idea that we. as a people have 
always maintainivl, ttiat every one owes his 
service to the state, when the moment of 
oiiIHirtiinlly comes, we will never tie less 
tnan our own masters; and no other people 
need ever despair ln^cause of class and 
caHte, and tliese other limitations which 
he'lge in the sfiul and keep men down. 

I so often feel that it Is the physical limita- 
tions that are s<i hard to Is-ar. 1 liave so 
often fidt that the ilear mother whom I 
call mine is HO shut; In Imcause she cannot 
hear, and so many things that won hi 
delight tier, iiiiist pass her tiy, butafti^r 
all, she has ^s-en able |.o ntlsi 



I.i<!t us not lie confused by the constant 
cry that we are degenerating. When the 
war broke out, how many said that the 
men, who walked Fifth Avenue would 
never reiieat the deeds of those whose names 
they bore. And yet, how many went out of 
the cities into tlie fields of action and prov- 
ed that the forces of American life hiiil not 
run low. And t<i -day wti are hearing iiioi'e 
and more the cry that our institutions are 
in danger, because the isiople of our coun- 
try ilo not love them, anil are not willing to 
give their lives for them. 

But this is not So, liny mtire than it was 
then, and if necessity should arise, we 
would have the same proof that we had 
then, for we realize, mtiro and more, that 
life is liiit a <:ircie, and that th(! circle is not 
only obligation to ourselves, but to others 
and through them to the State.

Philadelphia will be in gala attire 
at the close of this week, which will 
witness the unveiling, on Saturday, 
of the giant Wa.shington Monu- 
ment at the (Trwn Street entrance 
to Fairmount Park. It will rival 
(Ji-ant Day in New York in im- 
portance. It ^vill ^)robably inter- 
rest our readers at a distance to see 
a description of .the Monument, 
which they may not get otherwise, 
hence we subjoin this from the 
Philadeli)hiii ItKpiinr : — 

Tlie splendid iiioiiumeiit .stmids at the 
(iri^en street eiitriiiiee to Kairmouiit Park, 
ji'roni III! olilotiK platfuriii six finU. six iiielies 
IiIkIi, of Swedisli Kinnite, and reaclied on 
four sides liy tliirteeii steps, syiiiliolie.'il of 
tlie thirteen oriKiiial States, rises a pedestiil 
invirinn an ixiuestrian statue in lironze of 
General Washington. The father of his 
country Is represented in the ^ohinial uni- 
form of the American army, a larKe military 
cloak behiK thrown artistically around his 
coniinanding (lnure. While dlKuKled, the 
whole eonceptiou Is full of animation. In 
his left hand WashinKton holds the rein of 
liis horse, one of the animnl's fore feet beinn 
raised in the act of niovinn. At the four 
corners of the platform are fountains, served 
by alleRorical ll^nn'S of American Indians, 
reiireneiitiuK four rivers-the Delaware, 
Hudson, Potomac and MissisHippi. On tlio- 
sides each of these fountains is Koardeil by 
typical American animiils, eijflit in all. At 
the front and liack of the pedestal are two 
allenorieal groups That on the front re- 
presents America, seated, and holdin^f in 
one hand a cornucopia, in tlieother a trident 
and haviiiK at her feet chains just cast otT. 
.She is in the act of receiving from her 
victorioussons the trophies of their coiKiuest. 
llelow this Kvoup is an eaKlesnpportiiiK the 
arnisofthe United .States. The ni-oup in 
the back represents America arousiiiK her 
sons to a sense of their slavery. Helow are 
the arms of Pennsylvania, on the side <>f 
the pedestal are two bas reliefs, one re- 
preseiitiiiK the march of the American 
army, the other a Western-lMuind emijfrant 
train. On one side the pedestal bears the 
inscriptions " Sic Semper Tyranni.s," and 
"Per Aspera ad Astra," on the other, 
"Westward the Star of Empire Takes Its 
Way." SurronndiuK the upper portion of 
the pedestal is the leneiid, " Krected by the 
State Society of the ('inciniiati of iVnn- 
sylviiiiia." The equestrian statue, the 
liKiires and the has l>elief, as well as the 
numerous other ornainentatioii.s, are of 
bronze, while the platform and pedestal are 
of Sweilish uranite. Professor liudolpli 
Sli^merinn, the artist whose d(>HiKn was 
clio.sen, is a celebrated .sculptor of Berlin. 
When in position the monument will have 
cost over »3fiO,(KX).

A remarkable phenomenon i»» the 
islatid of Trinidad is the " Pitch 
'd at I.A Baca, al)Oiit 
^ from the Port of Spain, 
the capital of the island.

Panigai wears the uniform of an 
officer of a transatlantic steamship, 
and says he is empIoye<l as an en- 
gineer by iiid.:.urtb German Lloyd 
Company. His wife and he lived 
in West Houston Street— he l)elloves 
in No. l.'iH. He spent all his time 
there when ashore. His wife left 
him a week ago and he was to li^ve 
sailtKl a few days lat^jr. He did not 
go with his ship. The reason for 
the separation Is not known. 

APPLIED FOR WOKK. 

Panigai took a furnished room at 
No. l'^4 Macdougal Street. It is 
not known where his wife was be- 
tween Friday and Monday, She 
went on the latt^ir day to the intel- 
ligence oflice of Mrs. LenaStAiingut, 
No. 3fi'2 Bowery, to seek employment 
as a servant. Mrs. Steingut saw 
that the woman was superior to 
most of the applicants for work and 
questioned Mrs. Panigai, who said 
she was a widow. She added that 
she had been unable to buy mourn- 
ing goofis, and thatsh(! had ndwlu're 
to sleep. 

Mr. Steingut did nor hestlate to 
offer the woman a bed and meals 
pending the ol)taining of employ- 
ment for her. As soon as Mrs. 
Panigai was intalled in Mrs. .Stein- 
gut's house she procured writing 
material arnl a postage stamp from 
her new friend and wrote her hus- 
band. The hitter was found ill his 
pocket when he was arrested last 
night. 

PLANNED FOR A HOME. 

She addressed her husband as 
" My lovely darling," and toUl him 
that she IumI procured a position of 
honor in the summer home a of 
family of weath on Long Island. 
She added that she would soon have 
money enough to establish a homo 
in whi<!h he and she could live hap- 
pily together for life. 

No prwition was prw'ured for 
Mrs. Panigai until yesterday. She 
was then told that she was want<ed 
i)y a wealthly family. She left 
Mrs. Steingut' s ofBce at noon to 
ent«r on the duties of the situation. 
She was t/O return for her luggage 
at seven o'cl(K(k last evening. Her 
hust>and went to the intelligence 
oflHce late in Jthe afternoon. He 
announced that he was Mrs. Pani- 
gai' S brother-in-law, and said he 
must see her at once. 

When told that she would not re- 
turn until seven o'clock he became 
greatly excited and said: — "lean- 
not wait. I will give $10 if you 
will tell me where I can find her at 
once."
